United Slates infantry, which for 
the past th rf?** years has been doing 
service on the Mexican border, wit ii

route to Syracuse, N. Y. 
The regi­ 
ment was under command of Lieut. 
Col. Lee. 
This is the regiment that distin­ 
guished itself during the Boxer re­ 
bellion in China, shortly after the 
close of the campaign in the Phil- 
•t-P'ne Islands. 
The 
Ninth 
was 
sent direct from the Philippines to 
China, 
in the attack on Tien Tsin, 
nearly half of the regiment was cut 
to pieces. 
A regimental trophy much valued 
by the nit... 
Ninth is a huge 
silver punch howl, valued at $15,- 
000. 
This bowl was moulded from 
a large amount of silver plate cap­ 
tured at Tien Tsin and the owner­ 
ship of which could not be estah 
lisle d. 
The Ninth took the plate 
with them and iii Japan 
had 
it 
melted down and made into the 
punch bowl.

Hut in spite of that and in spite of th** innumerable instances in 


^history where it has been shown with w hat little difficulty monarchs 


are deposed when sentiment is ripe; the world still is to a certain 


extent obsessed with th** invisible* veneration for a throne that ha; 


^possessed them almost sine** time began. 


Even democratic* mankind still entertains a fearsome regard for 


the royal blood and crowned beads of the "divinely anointed" mon- 
rn 
archs of the world. 
Realizing fully that emperors and kings ar** but 


men ,and that ‘‘divine right’’ is a sham, most people still have4 sit least 


a trace of that hereditary taint which attributes divinity to kingship. 


It is therefore with awe, and with half-fearful hesitation, that the 


possibility of revolutions, and th** execution of rulers, has been sug­ 


gested as an issue of the* war. 
T here is nothing inherently improbable 


about such a suggestion. 
History affords many precedents 
for 
such 


manifestations of popular fury. 
If the taint of king worship still lingers, 


it has be«*n a f least sufficiently diminished by popular enlightenment 


and democracy as to make the execution of a m onarch rather more 


than less probable. 


W isdom does not recommend such a course . Napoleon executed 


would have been far more* powerful for mischief than Napoleon exiled 


to St. Helena. 
Cromwell’:; cause* lost ra th e r than gained from th** 


beheading of Charles I. 
In ‘‘hurling at the feet of th** allied m on­ 


archs, as a gage of battle, the* head of a king”—to use* Canton's pic­ 


turesque phrase—th** first republic of France lost the sympathies, of 


nations which might otherwise have been friendly. 


In this connection it is interesting to recall that the* 30th of J a n ­ 


uary was long observed in England as a day of mourning for King 


Charles I, who was beheaded on January 30, 1469. 
Charles I was be­ 


headed on a scaffold built in front of the* banqueting hall at Whitehall. 


A great, curious crowd assembled to witness the* death cd th** monarch, 


and in not a few of them ii doubtless produced a revulsion of feeling 


against the commonwealth.
